The  Health  Visiting  ancl  District  Nursing  arrangements  are 
under  the  management  of  the  County  Council ^ and  have  proved 
efficient  throughout  the  District,  There  are  several  District 
Nurses  residing  in  the  larger  Parishes,  There  are  Child  T/elfare 
Centres  at  Byfield  and  Long  Buckhy,  these  are  also  in  the  hands  v 
the  County  Council. 


INFECTIOUS  SICKNESS. 


During  the  year  1959 > 1 received  the  notification  of  ij.6 
cases  of  Infectious  Sickness  from  Medical  Practitioners  in  the 
District,  none  of  these  outbreaks  were  of  a serious  nature.  In 
the  early  winter,  owing  to  the  Var  and  the  cvac’iation  of  children 
from  London,  Measles  and  \7hopping  Cough  both  become  notifiable 
diseases.  The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  infectious 
cases  that  have  been  reported  during  the  last  five  years.

The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  is  efficient,  and  no 
action  or  proceedings  were  necessary  for  wilful  neglect.  There  is 
no  evidence  of  excessive  incidence  of,  or  mortality  from,  this 
disease  in  any  particular  part  of  the  District.  Special  attention 
is  always  paid  to  Tubercular  cases,  not  only  on  behalf  of  the 
sufferers  themselves,  but  also  for  the  sake  of  the  other  members  of 
the  families.

SCHOOLS . 


I had  not  to  advise  the  closing  of  any  school  throughout 
the  District  on  account  of  Infectious  Illness.  The  School 
Buildingd  are  in  a satisfactory  state,  and  the  lavatory 
accommodation  is  sufficient  and  kept  in  a clean  state,  during 
the  year  the  accommodation  at  Flore  School  was  brought  up  to  date- 

ISOLiVTION  HOSPITAL. 

Eleven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  three  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  moved  to  the  Staverton  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 

All  these  cases  recovered.  They  were  fetched  from  their  homes 
by  the  Hospital  i'jnbulance  with  the  Matron  or  a Nurse  in  charge. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  are  carried  out  whenever 
necessary  by  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories,  9I, 

Queen  Victoria  Street,  E.C.A» ? and  also  by  the  Pathologist, 

General  Hospital,  Northampton,  and  these  arrangements  have 
proved  quite  satisfactory. 

For  non-inf ectious  Sickness  the  District  is  within  easy 
distance  of  the  General  Hospital,  Northampton,  or  the  Hospital 
of  St. Cross,  Pugby  and  for  Tuberculosis  cases  there  is  a 
Sanitorium  at  Rushden,  under  the  Northamptonshire  County  Counci] - 
There  is  an  ambulance  stationed  in  Daventry  for  the  removal  of 
non-infectious  patients  or  accidents  to  either  the  Northampton 
Hospital  or  the  one  in  Rugby. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Main  of  the  North  Regional  Scheme  was  extended  to  the 
Parish  of  Clay  Coton,  and  the  work  was  completed  during  the  year. 

The  Southern  Regional  Scheme  for  a water  supply  to  three 
Parishes  and  increasing  the  supply  to  Long  Buckby  was  also 
completed. 

The  Weedon  and  Flore  Scheme  was  finished  and  in  full 
operation  early  in  the  year. 

The  Public  Supply  for  Staverton  from  Daventry  Borough  was 
also  arranged  for,  and  will  be  most  likely  completed  during  the 
year  19^0. 

SEWERiiGE  AND  DRiMNAGE, 


The  drainage  of  the  District  is  fair  and  in  some  Parishes  wiih 
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'water  supplies;  good*  The  proposed  Sev/erage  Schemes  for  nine 
Parishes  under  the  five  years’  plan  has  had  to  be  postponed 
owing  to  the  \7ar. 

The  Lonp'  ’Ruolcb^/-  Sevvorpo-e  ^phene  v/as  well  in  hand  before 
crie  Ox  uiiu  ^oar,  ana  \7iil  aouD'D±osa.-ue  ^onpJetRd  before  the 
present  year  is  out. 

The  Schemes  for  Kilsbj'’  and  l/elton  had  to  be  discontinued 
on  account  of  the  V/ar. 

On  August  l6th  an  enquiry  was  held  at  Braunston  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  order  to  borrow  the  sun  of  £1,500  for 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  disposal  worhs  for  the  Parish,  but  owing  to 
the  ¥ar,  this  scheme  had  to  be  ipostponed  for  a time.

As  much  attention  as  possible  was  paid  to  the  houses  of  the 
District  during  the  year,  in  the  first  half  it  was  much  as  usual ;

OVERCROTOING. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  25  cases  of  over- 
crowding in  the  District,  this  v/as  decreased  to  12  before  the  end. 

Scavenging  and  the  slaughter  of  animals  are  both  fully 
dealt  with  in  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
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MILK  SUPPLY  AND  FOOD. 

The  Milk  Supply  of  the  District  is  satisfactory  and 
where  inprovenents  are  required  the  owner  of  the  dairies, 
cowsheds  and  niilkshops  are  usually  willing  to  carry  then  out 
without  delay.  The  Register  is  attended  to  and  kept  up  to  date. 

The  food  supply  is  also  good,  and  the  Butchers  most 
careful  to  call  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector  should  they  find  any- 
thing doubtful  about  a carcase.  In  this  way,  only  650  lbs  were 
voluntarily  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  This 
compares  with  lbs.  during  the  year  In  the  Sanitary 

Inspector’s  Report  further  details  are  given  on  both  Milk  and 
Pood. 

F/.CTORIES  ACT,  1917. 

Frequent  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to  the 
Factories  throughout  the  District  under  the  Factories  Act  of 
1957»  a close  watch  has  been  kept  on  the  outworkers,  but 
these  are  not  numerous  in  a Rural  District  like  ours,  which  is 
chiefly  given  up  to  agriculture.  The  number  on  the  register 
is  95;  on  our  visits  they  were  found  to  be  in  a fair  condition; 
attention  was  also  paid  to  the  Shops  in  the  District  and  those 
who  are  employed  therein.  Some  cases  of  want  of  cleanliness 
were  noticed,  chiefly  the  need  of  v;hitewashing,  and  other  small 
nuisances  were  observed,  but  after  attention  was  called  to  these 
matters  they  were  rectified;  on  the  v/hole  I think  every  endeavour 
is  made  to  carry  out  all  the  various  sections  of  the  Act. 

There  are  no  Underground  Bakehouses  in  the  District, 
and  care  was  taken  to  see  that  all  the  Bakers  kept  their  Bake- 
houses in  a properly  clean  state.  The  register  is  attended 
to  and  kept  up-to-date.

There  are  now  23  Parishes  in  the  District  which  have 
Public  Water  Schemes  in  operation  and  all  have  given  every 
satisfaction. 

The  V/eedon  Bec-Flore  Scheme  was  completed  and  in  full 
operation  as  also  was  the  Southern  Regional  Scheme  for  supply 
to  Brauns ton,  Watford,  Wei ton  and  to  augment  the  Long  Buckby 
supply.  The  mains  of  the  North  Regional  Scheme  were  extended 
to  the  parish  of  Claj^  Coton. 

Regular  monthly  analyses  of  the  Council’s  Public  V/ater 
Schemes  have  been  made  and  the  results  have  been  very  good. 

The  Scheme  for  a Public  Supply  to  the  parish  of 
Staverton  was  approved  and  works  will  be  commenced  during  the 
coming  year,  the  supply  will  be  taken  from  the  Daventry  Borough 
Council’s  mains.

An  Inspector  from  the  Hinistry  of  Health  held  an  Inquiry  at 
Brauns ton  on  the  l6th  August  into  the  Council's  proposed  Sewage 
Scheme  for  that  parish,  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  war  the  matter 
has  made  no  further  progress. 


The  works  of  construction  of  the  Long  Buckby  Sewage  Scheme 
were  well  in  hand  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  completed  during  the 
coming  yeair. 


The  outbreak  of  hostilities  caused  works  at  Kilsby  Sev/age 
Scheme  to  be  dis-continued  and  the  Velton  Scheme  similarly 
made  no  further  progress.

The  District  having /chosen  as  a Receip'cion  Area  for  Evacuees 
much  v/ork  was  necessary  in  laaking  the  many  arrangements  for  the 
Reception  and  Disposal  of  the  Evacuees,  the  distribution  of 
rations  and  later,  the  re-collection  of  surplus  rations,  setting 
up  an  Auxiliary  Hospital  at  New  House,  Veedon,  fixing  the 
Dispersal  Point  at  V/eedon  Equitation  School,  together  with  the 
sanitary  requirements  at  the  School  and  the  V/ecdon  L.H.S. 

Station.  Together  with  the  Council’s  Staff,  many  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen  came  along  and  gave  asGiEuanoe  at  the  Station  and  the 
School  . Their  help  was  greatly  appreciated^  Evacuees  were 
received  on  September  1st  and  ,2nd,  one  train  each  day,  and  insofar 
as  records  show,  1,520  Evacuees  were  distributed  to  Nine  Parishes. 
In  December  it  was  estimated  that  600  only  still  remained  in  this 
District,

SCHOOLS. 


There  are  at  present  52  Schocls  in  use  in  this  District,  the 
reception  of  Evacuees  made  it  neccssa'p.'  for  temporary  Schools  to 
be  set  up  at  The  Hall  and  the  Co  -opera'cive  Hall,  Long  Buckby  and 
also  at  Ashby  St,  Ledgers.  In  some  cases  the  sanitation  is  not 
good.  During  the  year  the  sanittiry  accommodation  at  the  Flore 
School  was  brought  up-to-date,  while  new  Lavatory  accommodation 
v/as  provided  to  the  temporary  school  at  'The  Hall,  Long  Buckby,  On 
visits  to  the  schools  a good  standard  cf  cleanliness  was  observed. 


BAKEHOUSES 


There  are  22  bakehouses  in  the  District,  none  are  underground, 
but  since  most  of  them  are  very  old,  they  are  not  structurally 
good.  On  inspection,  a reasonable  state  of  cleanliness  was 
maintained  and  regular  Lime  V/ashing  carried  out  in  the  majority 
of  cases. 


FACTORIES  ACT,  1957. 

There  are  95  premises  on  the  Register;  these  are  chiefly 
Y/orkshops.  The  conditions  v/ere  generally  found  to  be  fair,  but 
many  are  very  old  and  therefore  cleanliness  is  not  so  easily 
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maintained,  cut'  i cciucsts ' for  greater  cleanliness  were 
satisfactorily  dealt  with* 

Three  lists  of  Outworkers  were  received,  one  in  March 
containing  2 names,  one  in  August  containing  1 name  and  one  in 
November  containing  2 names,  these  lists  were  checked  and  all 
workers  v/ere  engaged  in  the  Boot  and  Shoe  trade,  and  conditions 
were  satisfactory. 


^^^VEliGING 

The  Council  carry  out  Public  Refuse  Collections  by  Annual 
Contract  in  18  Parishes,  the  refuse  being  collected  on  fixed 
days  every  fortnight  in  l6  Parishes  and  in  2 Parishes  every  week, 
the  refuse  is  deposited  at  Tips  provided  by  the  Council.  In 
2 Parishes  refuse  tips  are  provided  and  Householders  deposit 
their  refuse.  This  method  is  most  unsatisf ao.tory , since  labour 
is  periodically  required  to  clear  the  tips  in  a proper  manner. 

In  3 Parishes  tips  are  provided  and  the  refuse  is  collected  and 
removed  to  these  tips  by  the  owner  of  the  village. 

During  the  year,  8/  Notices  vcrc  served  upon  Cwners  of 
properties  for  the  provision  of  propei'-  receptacles  for  household 
refuse  in  respect  of  dj  houses  in  A Parishes  where  the  Council 
have  undertaken  Public  Refuse  Collections.  I hope  for  further 
advance  in  this  direction  during  the  coning  year.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  272  entries  on  the 
Register.  A number  of  registrations  were  cancelled  during  the 
year,  but  an  equal  number  were  registered.  The  general 
conditions  of  the  premises  may  be  considered  very  fair,  although 
in  some  cases,  attention  has  to  be  called  to  the  need  for  more 
cleanly  conditions  in  the  cov/shods,  dairies,  cooUng houses , 
entrances  to  cowsheds  and  also  for  lime  washing  and  removing 
manure  accumulations.  There  is  a constant  necessity  for  visits 
to  these  premises  in  order  that  a reasonable  standard  of  cleanli- 
ness may  be  maintained.  There  have  been  a number  of  improve- 
ments to  premises,  as  the  table  given  below  shows.
